Cuarming Points from Folk-Lore 
Poets—The Pagan Element 
of the Event. 


All the bovs and girls know that October 
31 was ail Hallow Even, though most of 
them corrupt its name to Hailow Eve. They 
know that it is a night of mirth and mys- 
tery specially aevoted to mischief, fun, in- 
cantations, divinations, charms and spells; 
but very few of them or their elders under- 
stand its real significance.or can tell whence 
it derives ite name. It is many centuries 
since the church, finding it impossible, from 
the great and constantly increasing multi- 
tude of the saints, to set apart a separate 
day for each one, decreed that November 1 
should thenceforward be kept asa day in 
honor of all the saints, and that it shonid be 
known as All Hallow Mass or All Sainte’ 
day, and that the night of October £1, im- 
mediately preceding it, should thereafter be 
kept as a vigil and be known as All Hallow 
Eve, these occasions being still observed in 
the Catholic, Episcopal and Lutheran | 
churches, 

From its first origination Hallow Eve has | 
been invested with a peculiarly mystic char- 
acter. It is an almost universal superstition 
that supernatural influences then have un. 
usual power; that devils, witches and fairies 
are abroad; that all spirits are free to roam 
through space, and that the spiritual ele- 
ment in ali living humanity can be detached 
from corporal restraint and made to read 
its own future or to re.-al to others what 
fate may have in store furthem. As there 
is nothing in the church celebration of the 
ensuing day of Ail Saints to justify these 
singular ideas and customs associated with 
Hallow Eve, and as none of them are of a 
religious character, we may justly regard 
them as relics of Pagan times. 

In all ages and countries Hallow Ive has | 
been deemed, a4 it still is, the occasion par | 
excellence for divining the answer to that 
momentous question, which absorbs so large 
a share of the thoughts of romantic yeung 
men and maidens. 

WHO Is TO MARRY WHOM? 

The means employed to gain this mach- | 
desired information are as quaint and curi- 
ous as they are numerous and varied. For 
this purpose every time and every country 
—almost every district of every countsy— 
has had its own charms and spells peculiar 
to iteelf, and they have furnished an almost 
inexhaustible theine to tolk poete and com- 
pilers of folk lore. 

Thoee of Scotland have been most grapi- 
cally described by that greatest of all poets 
of the people, Robert Barns. In his poem 
of **Hallowe'en” he has given us a most 
vivid account of more than half a score of 
Hallow Eve charms and spells peculiar to 
the Scottish peasantry.

Water, nuts and apples bear a prominent 
part in the speils and charme of Hallow 
Eve. A quaint old book of charms, pub- 
lished in Edinburgh in 1690, entitled “Old 
Father Time's Bundle of Faggots Newly 
Bound Up,” declares that au infallible 
means of getting a view of your future hus- 
band or wife is to go to bed. 
with a glass of water, in which a small sliver 
of wood has been placed, standing on a 
table by your bedside. Inthe night you 
will dream of falling from a bridge into a 
river, and of being rescued by your future 
wife or husband, whom you will see as dis 
tinctly as though viewed with waking eyes. 
This charm is thus alluded to by the Eng- 
lish poet Gay: 

Last Hallow Eve I longed my love to see, 
And tried a epell to cal! her up to me; 
With wood and water standing by my side, 


I dreamed a dream and saw my own sweet 
bride. 


In connection with this spell I am re- 


minded of a curious circumstance which 
came under my immediate observation. 
While visiting my younger brother in Nev - 
ton, Mase., some years ayo, my sister-in-law 
complained at the breakfast table on the 
morning after Hallow Eve that she had spent 
a most wretched night. On my enquiring 
the cause she stated that she had had a 
strangely vivid and 
MOST SINGULAR DREAM, 

from which she had awakened with a fee! 
ing of the most distressing exhaustion, She 
dreamt that she was walking along tne bank 
of ariver, when a gentleman, whose face 


she saw as plainly and distinctly as sue ever | 


saw anything, and whose features were in- 
delibly imprinted upon her memory, fell 
from a bridge erected across the stream. 
Without a moment's hesitation she plunged 
into the water, and after a desperate strug- 
gle succeeded in bringing him safely ashore, 
whereupon she awoke, feeling as much ex- 
hausted as if she had actually passed 
throvgh such a thrilling experience. 

In less than three months from that time 
my brother sickened and died. His young 
widow continued to reside in the same 
place with her two children. Four years 
later I again paid her a visit, and while a
